The new City Ordinance on the 
traffic subject which goes into ef­ 
fect on Friday of this week is one 
of rather unusual importance in 
the fact that every vehicle that 
stops on the square will be more 
or less affected. 
That part of the ordinance which 
provides that no vehicles be stop­ 
ped within 25 feet of the side­ 
walks around the square or on the 
streets leading from the square 
and within one block of the square 
for a longer time than ten minutes, 
is particularly important to all 
drivers of any kind of vehicles. 
The object of the ordinance on 
this point is to provide a 25 foot 
driveway in front of the stores 
and business places. The hitching 
of horses at the curb and the park­ 
ing of cars near the cipb have 
brought about a condition such 


that people cannot drive up to the 
sidewalks to load wagons or to 
make purchases, and it is the pur­ 
pose of the ordinance to remedy 
this condition. 
As soon as people become ac­ 
customed to stopping their vehi­ 
cles twenty-feet from the curb it, 
will be as easy to do so as it is 
now to drive up to the curb before 
stopping. 
All drivers of any kind are urg­ 
ed to take notice of this provision 
and to hereafter stop their vehicles 
at the proper place. 


Cox and all car owners should at­ 
tend to this matter at once as the 
time is very limited. 
Owners will not be given new 
numbers this year, as we under­ 
stand it, but they will receive new 
“ red seals" which must be on the 
auto showing the year the regis­ 
tration hag been paid to.

Night Before Christmas." The author 
ia not so well known as his po«sn. 
One recent Christmas the name of 
dement Clarke Moore waa honored as 
never before. Above hia grave in the 
chapel of Holy Trinity cemetery, New 
York, the choir boys sung carols on the 
night before Christmas, and a servlet 
of light was held. Thia beautiful cere­ 
monial starts with a procession of 
torchbearers whoso torches ure kindled 
from the leader's flame, and as the line 
winds through the graveyard the Are 
la passed back from one to another un­ 
til the lights grow in number and dis­ 
pel the surrounding darkness. 
The father of dem ent Clarke Moore 
was ric e the bishop of New York. 
“The Night Before Christmas" was 
published originally without the au­ 
thor's knowledge In the Troy Sentinel 
two days 
before Christmas, 
1823. 
Moore had written It the preceding 
Christmas Just for the delight of hia 
own children, but Its circulation slip* 
ped beyond the family circle, and an 
unknown friend sent It for publication. 
The Sentinel readers paid no attention 
to It, and It passed without comment 
until seven years later, when the same 
paper reprinted It. The second recep­ 
tion was very different from the first. 
"A Visit From St. Nicholas," as It was 
then entitled, was copied broadcast, 
and Its author awoke to find his work, 
If not himself, famous. 
Although dement Clarke Moore was 
educated for the ministry, he never 
took orders. For the greater part of 
his life he was identified with the New 
York General Theological seminary, 
being professor of Biblical learning 
and Greek and later of oriental lan­ 
guages. 
dement Moore’s family life had many 
sorrows. 
His wife died at the early 
age of thirty-five, and the two little 
daughters, for whom he wrote “The 
Night Before Christmas," both died In 
their childhood. 
His son and name­ 
sake lived to the age of sfxty-fticht and 
Is buried in the family plot. 
When “The Night Before Christmas” 
was first published in the Troy Senti­ 
nel the editor wrote: 
“We do not know to whom we are

CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF COMANCHE. 
Art. 1. The City of Comanche, 
feting a city of less than 40,000 
population, the territory closely 
built up contiguous to the public 
highways and public streets of this 
aity is hereby fixed and designated 
lo be all territory embraced with- 
ta the corporate limits of the city ; 
and the business districts of said 
aity are hereby declared, fixed and 
designated to be and are the pub- 
lit square of the city and all streets 
running along and adjoining said 
public square, and East and West 
Main streets going south from the 
publie square and running south to 
the* railroad tracks of the Frisco 
railway company. 
Art. 2. It shall be unlawful for 
any person or persons, to operate 
or drive any automobile, or motor 
vehicle, or other vehicle on any 
public street or highway within 
the corporate limits of this eity 
where 
the 
territory 
eontigous 
thereto is closely built Up, at a 
greater rate of speed than eigh 
teen (18) miles per hour, or in the 
business district of the city, at a 
greater rate of speed than fifteen 
(15) miles per hour, provided that 
the speed regulations set forth in 
this article shall not be held to ap­ 
ply to vehicles operated by the 
fire department, nor to police or 
fire patrol, nor Red Cross vehicles, 
nor 
physicians 
responding 
to 
emergency calls. Any person or 
persons violating any provision of 
this article, on conviction thereof, 
shall be punished by a fine of not 
exceeding one hundred dollars 
($100.00) for the first offense; and 
for the second, or any subsequent 
offense, by a fine of not less than 
ten ($10.00) dollars nor more than 
two hundred ($200.00) dollars. 
Art. 3. Every automobile or oth­ 
er motor vehicle, other than a mo­ 
torcycle, while running or operat­ 
ing on the public square or on any 
public street or highway of this 
eity during the period of one half 
hour after sunset to one half hoar 
before sunrise, shall carry at the 
front at least two lighted lamps, 
showing white lights, visible under 
normal atmospheric conditions at 
least five hundred feet in the di­ 
rection toward which such motor 
vehicle is facing, and shall during 
said period, carry at its rear a 
lighted lamp showing

A space of twenty- 
five (25) feet outward from the 
curb or sidewalks adjoining all 
first city blocks fronting and ad­ 
joining the main streets along the 
public square, is hereby reserved 
an*d set apart for the exclusive 
use and purpose of travel 
and 
trade as hereinafter prescribed. 
(b). It shall be unlawful for any 
driver of an automobile or other 
motor vehicle, bicycle, wagon or 
other vehicle, or any rider on 
horse back, to stop along or within 
said space or travel way of twenty- 
five feet prescribed in Art. 5 here­ 
of, for a longer time than ten min­ 
utes at any one time, or to hitch a 
horse or other animal within said 
travel way for a longer time than 
ten minutes, or to stop in the mid­ 
dle or outer side of said travel 
way, but such driver or rider shall 
stop, if at all, close lip to and 
alongside the curb or sidewalk of 
said twenty-five foot travel way, 
for said ten minutes, or less, of 
time.
